Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 27-36 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicant's arguments regarding inherency are found to be persuasive. The 
examiner adds that without disclosure in the reference about the valve being openable 
with fluid pressure, one cannot know what the "cracking pressure" of the Farley valve is. 
Since the Farley valve is set up to open upon insertion of an instrument, it seems likely 
that the spring-biased valve is quite strongly closed, particularly in view of Farley's 
teaching that the valve is to prevent flow of fluids. As such, it would take a dangerously 
high fluid pressure to open the valve. A pressure likely too high for medical fluid 
infusion. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
